Mississippi  Heady  lo  Leave  New  Orleans  High  and  Dry

£LA\  brought  down  by  I he  glaciers  thousands  of 

years  ago  is  molded  into  brick,  tile  drains  and 
flower  pots  at  a Victoria  factor> . 

Baker  Brick  and  Tile  Company.  3101  Douglas 
Street,  founded  in  the  18H0s,  is  one  of  Victoria's  oldest 
industrial  plants.  It  is  the  last  survivor  of  five  brick- 
yards which  once  operated  here.  A smaller  inde- 

sketched  the  history  of  brick  and  tile  making  in  Vic- 
toria and  showed  me  over  the  yard. 

I he  big  pit  in  w hich  the  R.C.  Electric  depot  on 
Garballv  Road  now  stands  was  once  a clay  quarry 
for  a brickyard. 

"I  live  on  Dunedin  Street.’'  xawt  George  Graham, 
"and  there’s  a lady  near  me  on  Garhally  Road  whose 
yard  is  all  brick  dust  where  they  used  to  burn  the 
brick  at  the  kilas.” 

“My  father,  William  Graham,  was  the  first 
engineer  when  they  were  building  the  rtrvdot  k.  He 
walked  all  the  way  in  from  Swan  Lake  for  *1  a day, 
paid  in  gold. 

"Then  he  ran  the  old  FJford  hrick  yard  and  the 
Raker  brick  yard  alternately,  two  weeks  on  one  and 
Iwo  weeks  on  the  other  . . . First  they  manufactured 
slop  brick  and  then  wire-cut  brick— and  that’s  what 
the  biggest  part  of  Chinatown  is  built  of  Brick- 
layers laid  5,000  bricks  a day  then — not  700  or  800 
as  they  do  today." 

The  slop  brick  was  simply  packed  in  molds  by 
Chinese  workers,  tamped  down  with  hands  and  sun- 
dried  before  being  baked  in  the  kiln.  At  a later  stage 
an  old  horse  turned  the  machinery  to  mix  up  the 
clay. 

♦ * * 

Jim  Baker  put  in  new  machinery  with  gold  he 
brought  back  from  the  Klondike.  He.  made  the 
famous  "sand-mold  brick,"  which,  experts  says,  has 
never  been  surpassed  in  quality.  For  some  time  he 
turned  out  10,000  bricks  a day.  Many  buildings  in 
Vancouver  were  built  from  Victoria  brick. 

Luney  and  Parfitt  bought  out  Flford  and  Smith, 
and  later  they  bought  out  Jim  Baker.  After  some 
years,  control  of  the  Baker  plant  passed  into  the 
hands  of  Evans.  Coleman,  the  firm  that  owns  it  now. 

When  William  Graham  retired,  son  George,  a 
machinist,  took  over.  Oorge  has  been  35  years  in 
the  brick  and  tile  business. 

Clay  is  quarried  near  the  factory.  "There  are 
three  different  kinds  of  clay,  and  we  blend  them 
together."  George  Graham  said  "Government  men 
told  us  that  the  clay  was  brought  down  by  the  gla- 
ciers. There’s  enough  clay  here  for  50  years.  It's 
the  only  place  I know  around  here  where  you  find 
clay  of  this  quality." 

The  clay  is  dug  by  power  shovels  and  trans- 
ported by  truck  to  the  storage  sheds,  where  it  is 
stored  for  winter  use  Clay  for  brick  and  tile  is 
crushed  in  two  sets  of  rollers,  then  tempered  in  a 
"pug-mill"  by  the  addition  of  just  the  right  amount 
of  water. 

Too  little  water  makes  the  tile  crumble.  Too 
much  makes  It  wilt  and  sag. 

From  the  pug-mill  the  clay  goes  through  a 
machine  that  squeezes  it  like  toothpaste  into  a num- 
bei  of  shapes,  from  flat  Roman  brick  to  six-sided 
drainpipes.  These  are  carried  gingerlv  to  the  drying- 
room  to  harden,  then  taken  to  the  kilns. 

* * * 

Clay  for  flower-pots  is  first  screened  then  poured 
Into  outdoor  settling-basins,  before  being  vvet  down 
again  and  sent  through  a machine  that  stamps  it  into 
pots  as  small  as  three  inches  in  diameter  and  as  large 
as  12. 

Neighborhood  children  have  a nasty  habit  of 
throwing  sticks  Rnd  stones  in  the  settling  basins.  "We 
have  a heck  of  a time."  George  Graham  said.  "A 
rock  can  easily  bust  a die,  and  that  costs  anything 
from  ^150  to  $150." 

Pots,  tile  and  hrick  arp  placed  in  beehive-shaped 
kilas  built  of  brick.  Then  they  are  baked  for  five 
days  at  temperatures  ranging  up  to  1,850  Fahrenheit, 
for  five  days.  Heat  comes  from  wood  fires.  Each 
baking  uses  up  34  cords  of  wood. 

Heat  from  the  kilns  is  piped  through  tunnels  into 
the  drying-room — a process  devised  by  George  Gra- 
ham to  save  the  cost  of  a furnace. 

One  of  the  kilas  is  built  of  English-made  hrick 
w'hich  once  used  to  be  part  of  Victoria's  old  chemical 
works. 

The  flat  Roman  blocks  are  the  only  bricks  made 
here  now  The  plant  produbes,  among  other  items, 
some  16.000  pieces  of  drain  tile,  6.000  pieces  of  hollow 
fireproof  building  tile  and  10.000  flower  pots  every 
day.  Flower  pots  are  shipped  from  here  as  far  east 
as  Winnipeg.

sharp  contrast  to  the  dUtrtltr  of  the  ITK 
member  for  KasfcvSh'can.  Mr  Randolph 
Harding.  No\er  having  had  iv*|Kmsihhit> 
for  maintaining  law  and  order  in  ihe  le- 
gion harassed  and  embarrassed  by  these 
fanatics,  it  is  e.t*>  for  the  L*CF  to  ahuse. 
the  new  admini‘»ration"for  it"  inability  to 
do  in  a few  months  what  no  other  govern- 
ment was  able  to  accomplish  in  half  a 
century. 

It  is  grossly  unfair  to  blame  either  this 
government  or  any  of  those  which  pre- 
ceded it  for  failure  to  solve  a problem 
which  is  incapable  of  solution  by  the 
unaided  efforts  of  anv  provincial  govern- 
ment within  its  jurisdictional  limits.  That 
is  the  crux  of  the  situation,  as  anyone 
who  has  studied  its  legal  aspects  must 
realize.  That  also  is  what  renders  Mr. 
Harding's  line  of  argument  absurd.  The 
key  to  the  situation,  he  says,  is  for  B.C. 
In  accept  the  Sons  of  Freedom  as  a pro- 
vincial responsibility.  The  province's  duty 
under  the  jurisdictional  arrangement  of 
the  Dominion  is  to  enforre  the  laws  laid 
down  by  Parliament,  and  there  its  respon- 
sibility ends. 

The  province  i«  hound  hy  those  laws, 
and  cannot  alter  any  of  them.  It  may 
add  certain  laws  of  its  own.  but  none  of 


them  Is  permitted  to  over-ride  the  consti- 
tution of  the  Dominion  or  enactments  of 
its  Parliament  Thus  the  province  cannot 
deport  the  Freodomites.  Kven  within  its 
own  boundaries,  it  cannot  move  them  one 
inch  without  their  consent,  other  than  to 
jail  for  proven  breaches  of  the  Jaw,  Para- 
doxical as  it  may  appear  in  the  case  of 
men  and  women  manifesting  none  of  the 
attributes  of  citizenship,  it  must  accord 
them  all  the  freedom  of  the  person  which 
citizenship  implies.  Though  they  obey 
group  rule  in  open  opposition  to  authority, 
they  cannot  he  disciplined  as  a group  hut 
only  as  individuals.  It  is  easy  to  sav  do 
this  or  do  that  with  the  Sons  of  Freedom, 
but  under  the  laws  of  t hi<  country  they 
cannot  he  dealt  with  collectively,  even 
though  they  may  give  the  government 
evorv  moral  excuse  for  doing  so. 

In  circumstances  unalterable  hy  pro- 
vincial action  it  is  nonsense,  therefore,  to 
pretend  that  this  is  a provincial  responsi- 
bility. It  i<  a joint  responsibility,  and 
until  the  Dominion  government  recognizes 
it  as  such  little  progress  can  be  made 
beyond  what  the  provincial  administration 
has  undertaken  with  considerable  courage 
in  the  past  few  months.  The  Sons  of 
Freedom  are  Canadian  subjects  who  hap- 
pen to  he  living  in  British  Columbia,  and 
it  Is  for  Ihc  parent  government  to  devise 
ways  of  persuading  or  compelling  them  to 
conform  to  the  code  laid  down  for  all 
Canadians.

Sea  Level  Park 

......  Reports  from  Ottawa 


A Rightful  Recompense 


P)Ll/)WING  the  precedent  set  with 
men  held  captive  by  the  Japanese 
during  the  war  it  has  now  been  recom- 
mended hy  the  chief  war  claims  commis- 
sioner. Chief  Justice  Campbell  of  Prince 
Edward  Island,  that  compensation  should 
go  to  military  personnel  and  merchant 
seamen  who  languished  in  prisoner  of  war 
camps  in  Europe.  His  finding  is  that  in 
varying  degree  all  prisoners  suffered  mal- 
treatment. and  he  recommends  a grad- 
uating scale  of  compensation  according  to 
circumstance,  not  exceeding  a dollar  a 
day.  to  be  paid  every  former  prisoner 
unless  the  presumption  of  maltreatment 
is  disproved 

There  will  be  few  who  would  oppose 
langihle  recognition  of  hardships  suffered 
in  the  service  of  the  nation,  and  the  report 
that  the  federal  government  is  ready  to 
accept  the  commissioner’s  recommend*  - 
tioas  is  therefore  a welcome  one.  It 
accords  with  the  fair  postwar  settlement 
made  in  general  with  veterans  of  the  last 
war.  and  the  broad-minded  spirit  that 
marked  the  rehabilitation  programs  and 


gratuity  provisions  on  demobilization. 
Men  who  have  laid  their  lives  on  the  line 
deserve  to  i>e  treated  with  every  consid- 
eration. 

This  due  compensation  to  be  given 
former  prisoners  nevertheless  throws  into 
sharp  focus  the  disparity  of  treatment  of 
those  who  served  this  country  in  the  first 
of  the  world  wars,  particularly  the  group 
of  veterans  receiving  what  is  known  as 
the  burnt-out  peasion.  Far  from  being 
dealt  with  generously,  or  even  fairly, 
every  cent  paid  to  them  seems  to  be 
grudged,  and  because  of  the  cast-iron 
_niles  that  restrict  their  activities  thev  are 
condemned  to  existence  on  what  today  is 
little  more  than  a pittance.  Kven  their 
own  efforts  to  improve  their  lot  are  held 
against  them,  since  if  they  earn  an  extra 
dollar  it  is  nit  from  their  meagre  peasion. 
It  is  right  and  proper  that  younger 
veterans  should  be  amply  compensated  for 
their  war  sufferings,  hut  a more  generous 
attitude  towards  old  veterans  in  difficulty 
is  equally  a charge  on  the  conscience  of 
the  nation. 


The  Toll  Principle 


AS  old  in  this  country  as  the  toll 
bridges  of  Lower  Canada,  the  toll 
principle  can  have  a useful  place  in  public 
affairs  where  its  use  is  judicious  and  lim- 
ited. Merelv  setting  up  a new  “British 
Columhia  Toil  Highways  and  Rridges 
Author ltv“  hy  statute  in  the  province,  as 
now  proposed  hy  government  legislation', 
means  little  of  itself.  There  is  little  snecial 
virtue  in  a “Crown  corporation”  that  is 
not  already  available  in  the  provincial 
department  of  .public  works.  The  real 
test  is  the  use  that  will  lie  made  of  credit, 
where  the  cash  In  build  roads  and  bridges 
may  not  he  available. 

British  Columhia  has  seen  both  good 
and  bad  result  from  the  use  of  toll  ven- 
tures in  the  past.  It  is  undeniable  that  toll 
construction  has  opened  communications 
hy  road,  bridge  and  ferry  in  some  in- 
stances earlier  than  might  otherwise  hive 
been  achieved.  It  is  equally  tme  that  the 


privilege  has  at  times  been  abused,  and 
the  public  hoodwinked  into  accepting 
ventures  begun  chiefly  for  private  gain. 
The  intervention  of  a Crown  corporation 
may  he  designed  to  guard  against  any 
repetition  of  the  latter  condition.  Nit  it 
does  rvnt  solve  all  of  the  problems. 

Assurance  is  needed  that  any  new; 
“Authority"  set  up  under  the  measure 
would  not  begin  to  function  as  a law-  unto 
itself,  subject  to  the  control  of  the  parent 
government  but  not  of  the  legislature. 
There  will  also  need  fA  lie  safeguards 
against  anv  defection  from  the  mam  high- 
way plan  of  the  province  to  suit  the  con- 
venience of  special  interests.  But,  not- 
withstanding such  matters,  it  should  lie 
possible  to  write  a statute  in  which  the 
benefits  of  the  old-fashioned  toll  gate  ran 
be  preserved  without  their  latter-day 
abuses.  'Die  principle  worked  well  when 
Canada's  communities  were  very  young.

z^vPLNED  in  1950.  Canada's  newest 
national  park  fronts  on  Atlantic 
(.Kean  waters  and  is  located  in  Albert 
County  on  Ihe  New  Brunswick  shore 
of  the  Bay  of  Fundy.  In  all,  il  com- 
prises an  area  of  some  eighty  square 
miles.  For  the  1952  season  this  newest 
playground  attracted  more  than  100,- 
000  Sightseers,  a figure  which  all  con- 
cerned vvilh  its  management  expect 
lo  see  exceeded  for  195,1. 

Fundy  National  Park  is  Canada's 
latest  hid  for  (lie  holiday-maker's  dol- 
lar. II  was  first  visioned  by  federal 
park  authorities  some  lime  before 
1919,  when,  following  the  outbreak  of 
the  World  War  that  same  fall  the 
Idea  was  shelved  for  ihe  more  impor- 
tant business  of  defending  Canada.  It 
was  not  forgotten,  however;  and  while 
the  idea  was  still  a bright  one  it 
occurred  to  Ottawa  officials  that  It 
would  be  a fitting  gesture  If  they  were 
to  provide  another  park  of  a like  kind 
for  Canadians  as  well  as  others  inter- 
ested In  the  Canadian  scene,  the  sec- 
ond park  to  he  situated  on  the  British 
Columbia  r oast. 


Evidently  a .vea-ievel  park  on  eiitier 
aide  of  Canada  would  fire  the  imag- 
ination of  ihe  whole  country  from 
coast  lo  coast;  while  playing  no  favor- 
ites in  providing  colorful  recreational 
facilities  within  close  proximity  to 
wide  salt  water  vistas  redolent  of  ro- 
mance. 

Sojne  of  u*  will  remember  meeting 
representatives  of  the  National  Park* 
Board  when  they  came  to  .Victoria  to 
mn*ult  with  provincial  authorities, 
even  after  the  war  had  started,  re- 
gardlng  the  mosi  logical  *lle  for  such 
a Pacific  shore  playground 

The  local  pre*s  of  those  distant  days 
carried  stories  relating  to  the  mission 
which  brought  the  Ottawa  contingent 
in  Victoria  to  discuss  the  *ea  level 
|wrk  she.  One  story  was  to  the  effect 
that  the  province  would  willingly 
transfer  It-  tights  to  Garibaldi  Pnrk; 
bill  this  wn*  not  quite  what  was 
wanted,  being  Just  loo  far  away,  even 
from  the  top  of  the  highest  hills  In 
that  lovely  park,  lo  Imagine  what  ihe 
greatest  of  oceans  looked  like  In  any 
of  its  mood*. 


Before  leaving  for  the  east  again, 
thev  decided  what  In  their  considered 
opinion  would  be  the  logical  site  for 
a sea  level  park  along  ihe  Pacific 
shore  a Per  viewing  the  area  and  dis- 
easing with  provincial  authorities 
that  the  most  appealing  spot  would  be 
on  Vancouver  Island  — that  part  of  It 
particularly  lying  between  Nitinat 
Ijike  and  River  westward  to  the 
ahore  of  Barkley  Sound. 

Ju*t  how  much  the  viewers  actually 
■aw  of  the  area,  one  does  nol  know; 
but  If  they  could  only  have  seen  but 
a small  part  of  the  whole  they  must 
have  been  satisfied  that  for  a variety 
of  seascape*,  siuh  as  only  a great

IT  is  hard  to  understand  the  reason- 
. ing  of  the  five  big  rubber  com- 
panies which  pleaded  guilty  last 
spring  to  viola-  » 
tlon*  of  the  anti-  f 
combine  laws. 

They  admitted 
they  had  been  co- 
operating illegally 
for  llT  year*  *'lo 
unduly  prevent  or 
lessen  compel  i- 
t i o n.”  as  the 
charge  put  it. 

On  Sept  25  thev  t 
accepted  with 
scarcely  a murmur  Mr.  Justice  Trr- 
leaven'a  decision  to  fine  them  $10,000 
each. 

But  when  the  Judge  added  a fur- 
ther penalty,  an  inttinclion  prohibit- 
ing them  from  continuing  their  tin- 
lawful  practice*,  they  gave  notice  lhat 
they  would  appeal  against  the  injunc- 
tion. 

That  put*  them  in  the  anomalous 
position  of  admitting  their  guilt,  ac- 
cepting their  punishment  by  stiff 
fine*  tthe  maximum  under  the  law  as 
it  existed  when  the  offense*  were 
committed*,  but  opposing  efforts  to 
force  them  to  keep  to  the  straight  and 
narrow  hereafter. 


This  injunction  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Ontario  made  history.  It  wa* 
the  first  use  of  thl*  new  tooth  of  the 
anti-combine  law*,  for  it  wa*  only  la*-l 
year  that  parliament  authorized  pro- 
cedure by  injunction  -in  combine* 
case*. 

The  rubber  Injunitinn  simply  say* 
‘This  rouft  doth  prohibit  the  continu- 
ation or  repetition  of  the  said  otfen-e 
hy  the  per*on*  convicted  This  rnurt 
doth  further  prohibit  the  doing  of  any 
act  or  thing  by  the  person*  convicted 
or  by  any  other  person  directed  to- 
wards the  continuation  or  reia-titlon 
of  the  offense  " 

The  "persons”  mainly  restrained 
are  five  corporation*;  Goodyear  Tne 
A Rubber  Co..  Dominion  Rubber  Co., 
Dunlop  Tire  A Rubber  Goods  Co., 


(Julia  Percha  and  B.  F.  Goodrich 
Rubber  Co. 

What  they  had  done  was  tn  agree 
lo  no  lev*  than  28  separate  kinds  of 
joint  action  to  re*train  free  competi- 
tion. It's  impossible  to  tell  what  this 
may  have  cost  the  Canadian  people. 
Ami  in  considering  Ihe  possible  cost, 
not  the  least  important  factor  is  that 
such  stifling  of  competition  blunts  Ini- 
tiative, discourages  innovation  and 
robs  the  people  of  a I least  some  of 
the  benefits  of  belter  product*  at 
lower  prices  which  result  from  tech- 
nological advance*. 

* * * 

Outside  of  Industry,  comparatively 
few  people  realize  the  Justice  Depart- 
ment's vigilance  in  safeguarding  Ihe 
free  play  of  competitive  forces.  One 
reason  for  this  lark  of  appreciation  is 
the  phenomenon  of  price  leadership. 
When  one  dominant  firm  in  an  indus- 
try a gasoline  company,  for  example 
- set*  * price.  its  competitors  oflen 
follow  suit.  This  raise*  suspulona 
that  price  combine*  operate  with  im- 
punity. 

Price  leadership  1*  a *ign  of  weak 
competition,  hut  it  Is  not  Illegal  when 
It  b spontaneous.  However,  when 
supposedly  competing  firms  collab- 
orate lo  sell  I heir  products  at  non- 
competitive prices  they  are  violating 
Ihe  law. 

Opponents  of  Ibis  law  oflen  argue 
lhat  "understandings''  on  prices  are 
nol  necessarily  contrary  to  the  public 
welfare  But  there's  never  been  a 
price  combine  investigated  in  this 
country  yet  which  had  as  its  purpose 
anything  ex<rpt  the  maintenance  of 
price*  a<  levels  higher  than  they 
might  otherwise  he 

The  market  for  TV  sets  is  a good 
example  of  lively  competition.  Prices 
vary  greatly.  But  let  no  one  suppo*e 
Ihe  manufacturers  wouldn’t  get  to- 
grther  on  uniform  prices  if  it  wrren  t 
for  the  anti-combines  law.  And  our 
living  standard  would  suffer 

Fur  the  lawmakers  hellevr  that  our 
high  living  standard  I*  founded  on 
keen  competition  That  is  why  par- 
liament lias  hern  assiduous  In  pro- 
te<tlng  competition  against  « ornhlnes.

As  the  willing  or  unwilling 
satellite  of  a hostile  power,  Korea 
could  be  land  has  been)  a Jumping- 
olf  place  for  armed  invasion  of  China 
and  or  Russia  As  Ihe  satellite  of  a 
power  hostile  to  Japan,  Korea  would 
he  a knife  pointed  at  the  Japanese 
home  islands.  The  fate  of  Korea  ha* 
thus,  for  generations,  been  deter- 
mined hy  great  power  military  and 
strategical  considerations,  based  on 
her  geographical  position.

They 
moved  into  "Duval*."  his  broth- 
er Frank,  and  his  wife,  who 
had  lived  ihrre  since  their  mar- 
riage in  1KK.'|.  having  gone  io  a 
larger  home,  "Clovelly,"  facing 
the  harbor. 

t the  turn  of  the  ren 
Harry  Barnard  com 
mrnced  taking  an  active  inter 
esi  in  civic  affairs.  He  wrote 
leiiers  to  the  editor.  In  1W2  he 
won  his  first  election  a*  a Vic-  j 
tnria  alderman,  and  he  was  re- 
elected in  1903.  In  January  of 
•190-t  he  ran  for  the  mayor's 
seat  and  won.  beating  Mayor 
C.  E.  Redfern,  The  Colonist 
noted:  "Aid.  Barnard -said  he 
felt  It  to  be  ihe  proudest  mo-!

Harry  Barnard  lives  wilh  hi-, 
gracious  wife,  his  giiod  and 
true  companion  of  58  year*,  at
